Our proposal will be based on the first floor xirall and floor at the 
rear of the present hoistxvray to be moved back approximately six inches 
by others. 

We xd.ll furnish and install txTO (2) double section hoistx-ray gates xdth 
interlocks. These gates xdll be of sturdy xdre mesh construction and 
xvdll include metal gate boxes, x^eights, and all other hardxvare. Angles 
xdll be furnished on the inside of the present hoistxcray so that gate 
boxes xdll be mounted inside of the present hoistw-ay and the proper 
clearance relationship bstxreen the car and hoistx^^ay xdll be maintained. 
We xdll in the course of installing the gates move the car platform to 
the rear approximately fix/e inches alloxdng the rails and all other 
equipment to remain in place. 


We x> 7 ill furnish a double blade two-section car gate xdth txTO inch xdde 
gate posts that xjill mount inside of the present enclosure. The car 
too will be cut back to accommodate the gate posts, and the car oper¬ 
ating panel xdll be moved back in order to be out of the xvay of the 
xveight box. The car gate xdll be furnished Xvdth gate contact and all 
other hardx’are necessary for a complete installation, we xdll furnish 
and install a deflector sheave guard below the deflector sheave, and a 
toe guard extending across the front edge of the car platform.

If repairs are necessary to obtain proper oper¬ 
ation of the equipment to meet the requirements of this test, such xmx'k. 
shall be considered as an extra to this proposal. 

The work as briefly described x-xill be performed during regular working 
hours vrith the understanding that we are to have the uninterrupted use 
of the elevator during the progress of our xvork and only as described 
T,'7il 1 be perfomed.

It is agreed that we assume no liability for injuries or damage to persons or property except those 
due to our acts or omissions; and that your responsibility for injuries or damage to persons or prop¬ 
erty while on or about the elevator referred to is in no way affected by this agreement. 

We shall not be liable for any loss, damage, or delay caused by Acts of Government, strike, lockouts, 
fire, explosion, thefts, floods, riot, civil commotion, war, malicious mischief, act of God, or by any cause 
beyond our control, and in any event we shall not be liable for consequential damages. 

It is your responsibility to pay the amount of any tax based upon the transfer, use, ownership or pos¬ 
session of the equipment to which this proposal relates, imposed upon you by any law. 

All materials covered by this contract shall belong to and be the sole property of the Early Elevator 
Company, until the purchase price is paid in full, but any of said materials lost or stolen after delivery 
to the job site shall be replaced by the purchaser at his expense. 

We agree to carry Public Liability, Property Damage and Workmen’s Compensation Insurance during 
the entire period of this contract. 

This proposal, when accepted by you, shall constitute the contract between us, all prior agreements 
not included herein are superseded.
